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POLITICS, CRIME OF PROFESSION 

“It may sound strange but it is true that the weakness of 
democracy is politics. If politics were a httle higher it would 
be a profession and perhaps tolerable; if it were a little lower 
it would be a crime. It is mid:vav and, taken by and large, a 
darn poor trustee of the interets of citizens—Exchange. 

Yet, what would one substitute for politics? 

Admitting that the system works badly and with many creaks 
and jars, the average citizen sees no other way to arrive at the 
desired end. Perhaps the inspired geniuses of the soviet type 
know a royal road to political action, but so far their best efforts 
have resulted in spilling gallons of blood and destroying fortunes in 
property. : 

The failure, as we see it, lies in the misinterpretation of the 
terms “democracy” and “‘republic.’” The Union of states in which 
we live was planned as a republic, whose essential feature is re- 
presentative government. But the democratic party has sought to 
alter the scheme to fit a democracy whose function would be to 
institute popular government. And the public is not ready for 
popular government. 

Until there is absolute economic freedom—when a man need 
work but a few hours a year in order f produce all he and his 
neighbors need—there will be no time for the general run of citi- 
zens to keep informed of public matters so they can take the 
solution into their own hands. , Until that time, we must resort to 
representative government, detailing certain of our citizens to re- 
present us. 

The mark of a degenerating government is upon America, but 
fortunately the republican party is awake to the necessity of fight- 
So long as we can maintain a strong govern- 
ment party and an almost equally strong opposition party, — the 
government will be sound and safe. But the moment we resume 
our drift toward multiplicity of parties which block legislation and 
administrative action, we are descending the grade with the brakes

Speaking of governors generally and of Governor Charles W. 
Bryan of Nebraska, in particular, Senator James A. Reed, 
democratic sentor from Missouri, criticizes Government  Bryan’s 
stand on Defense Day and “regards the refusal of state officials to 
co-operate in the Defense Day program as a serious blunder.” 

“Every citizen possessing common sense,” says the senator, 
“knows that the day may come when some great power or combin- 
ation of powers may attack the United States. The sole purpose of 
the Defense Day program is to develop the best possibl plan for 
th mobilization of our national resources so that nations will hesi- 
tate to attack us and, should they do so, to enable us to repel that 
attack wih the least possible loss. 

“But whether the plans be perfected or otherwise, I remark 
that the very object of the experiment is to discover these errors in 
advance, instead of waiting to learn them on fields strewn thick 
with the corpses of American boys. 

“The pacifists’ dream of eternal peace can only be realized 
in a world illumined by the spirit of the millenium, -or in a land 
powerful enough to be immune from the attacks of enemies. The 
former of these alternatives is seemingly far in the future. The 
latter may, if we employ common sense, be approximated present- 


lly. 


“The real prophet of ghastly battle fields is foolish person 
who would sink our navy, dismantle our fortresses, disband our 
armies, and invite the criminal and robber nations to invade a fat 
land, and to make a feast of lust and blood,” he said.
